of the treaties by Turkey waa of vital
conoern to the U'nited Hiates since by
that actlon the safety af every fordlgn
resident in that country wae threatened,
ineivding thousands of misslonarion and
other Amerleans who make thelr por-
manent home there.

Mr., Nicholson was at the office of
Aristotle Tsakonas, the Greek Consul
hers. He Is & personal friend of Conaul
Teakonas, and on his way lo New York
stopped off here to vimit ths ofcial,

1 do mot thipk,”" he wmald, “‘that the
significance of the capitulations made
yearn ago by Turkey and now abrogated
in generally appreciated, Under them
forelgn realdanta In Turkey have had the
right to be judged by thelr own respec-
tive consilates exclusively; secondly,
they have possessed special elvil privi-
fegon such that In all questions of criml-
nal procedure and In fact of general de-
portment, they have been liable molely
to their own governments. Thus, no
Turkish oMeinl has had the right to
enter into the dwaelling of a forelgner or
arrest ons, unless equipped with n mpe.
elal permit from the consulate coancerned.
Thirdly, the native government was not
allowed to levy professional taxes upon
the forelgn resldents; and fourthly, it
cou!d not regulate the amount of |Iis
cuntoms dutles without the consent of
tha forelgn powers. In general, the
above privileges may he regarded ns con-

,atituting extra territorial rights, and st

is chlefly the ones coming under the fArst
two headings that will affect the stntus
of the Amerleana living In Turkey.

"First thers I8 the logal aspect to be
considered. A8 others have already polnt-
ed out, It s rather astonlshing that treat-
fes which have constituted the very con-
dition of Turkey's existence ns a State
are now abrogated wlthout warning and
without negotiation. Such a vislatlon of
mutval agreement Is & very gerious mat-
ter Indeed, but Turkey knows that now
the Buropean Powers are hardly pressed
with thelr own troubles at home and

hopes that they will be unable to resort
to effective measures In denouncing the
violatlon,

“Forelgn stateamen of the preceding
generations had forced the above con-
cesalons from the Turkish Government
because It was evident to them that under
ordlnary clreumstances the sald Govern-
ment could not guaranice security and
freedom to thelr nationals, The country
had Mimply not reached that stage in the
evolution of political organization which
would render It eapable of supervising
the affairs of the cltizens of forelgn coun-
tries. But with the advent of the new
mEime in 198 the Young Turks have
bean continuously and insistently clamor-
lug fur the mhrogation of the capltuln-
tions, clalming that conditlons  had
changed since freedom had bern deelnred
and just government had been cstablished,
Nevartheless, the Powers refused to con-
aent.

“Facts justified thelr courae; the Arme-
nlan massacres, troubles In Syrin. oppres-
tlon in Arablg, the Insurrectlon In Al-
banin and the maladministration of af-
faira in Macedonin, following Immedintely
after the grantng of the constitution,
proved that much had vet to be done in
the line of political evolution.

"In plaln words, Turkish law and ad-
ministration 18 not an effective gunrantae
of the aafety of foreign llves and Inter-
exts, and has violated treaties that In-
sured that mafety. In which case, T
think, thut it is the duty of the United
Blates, nt present the greatest neutral
Biate, to declare to Turkey that this
eountry realizea Its own responsibility
to Its own cltizens ns well ns to thoss of
the Furopean countrles, and that It can-
not brvok the vnwarranted breaking off
of treatlex; and to bring home to the
Ottomun Government that thls Govern-
meat I8 determined to make use of wll
necessary means to the ond of securing
nraper observance of the treaties by the
Ottoman Geovernment."

Councliman Peter . Costello,

It was declded A mesting of the Bub-
commlttee on Finance should be ocalled

at 1:30 o'clock on Thursday afternoon.
Immediately followlng this and before
the spoacial meeting of Common Councll
on Thursday afternoon there will be a
meetihg of the general Finanes Com-
mittes of Counclls,

Al thepa mootlngs the transit item of
the new loan will ba carefully considersd,
It was enid by Councllman Connelly
after the meeting today that other items
Wwhich the ypresent Administration ple-
slred included In the new loan bill would
flso have careful consideration,

The confarence this afternoon was called
following the statemuny of Direstor Tay-
lor  vesterday, In  which the Director
sliowed how every citizen In Philadelphin
Wwoull suffer through a year's delay In
the transit program If Counclls stood by
thelr refusal to Include an appropriation
for transit in the loan,

It was not a meeting of the finance
sii-committee, members of that commit-
tee explnined, but a conference of some
of Its members to determine the advisi-
bility of calling n meeting of the sub-come-
mittee to reapportion the loan,

WILL REAPPORTION LOAN.

The fact that Councllmanie leaders have
virtually agreed to Include the $300,000
transit Item not by offering an amend-
ment In Common Counell on Thursday,
but by reapportioning the entire loan, in-
dieates that the amount will be ralsed by
culting down several of the items In the
apportlonment made last week., The Items
which will probably be cut are those for
puving, which total $800,000 In the present
apportionment, the $1,000,000 for the Park-
way. the $0,000 for the purchnse of a site
for & Free Library on the Parkway, nnd
the approprintion of $00,000 for the con-
struction of mewers, The men who control
the financlering In Counclls have indleated
thut they do not favor outting down the
$1,000,000 for the Art Museum,

Increasing the amount of the lnan has
alko been dlscussed, It ecould be in-
creased to §12,000,000, and more, If neces-
sary, It has been pointed out, The bor-
rowing eapacity of the elty has been
placed at $£12,26,000 by Controller Wal-
ton. The sub-committes, beafore it had
dnlrr'mlned to leave the transit Item out
of the apportlionment made Inst woeek,
discussed making the loan slightly more
than $12,000,000.

CHAIRMAN CONNELLY EXPLAINS.

The change fn the attitude of Couneil-
manlo leaders, following the strong de-
mand that has been made upon them,
wan reflected by Chalrman John P, Con-
nelly of the Finance Committee, today.

“There ls no desire in the Finance Com-
mittee to deprive the Transit Department
of any funds which It needs” he sald.
“In apportloning the loan we cut our
clath aceording to conditions,

"The Finance Committes recelved no
detalled roquest from the Transit Depart-
ment, go It did not pay much attentlon Lo
It. In the absence of an agrecment be-
tween the eoity and traction company,
however, I do not see how the work could
stnee.'

“A meeting of the Bubcommittee on
Approprintions will be held Thursday next
me 1:00 o'clock, A meeting of the Finance
Committee will be held immedintely after-
wird hefors the session of Common Coun-
cll for the purpose of consldering chang-
Ing certaln Items in the proposed loan
blll.  Director Norris, of the Department
of Wharves, Docks and Ferrles, has re-
uuested a modification of his first state-
ment which was taken cura of In the
original allotment.

"He now desires the article changed
from hls first request, which [ deem of
such Importance as to require consldera-
tion by the Beneral committes, At the
#nma time It Is expected that careful
conslderation will be given to the ques-
tion of relocating the sewers In the cen-
trial part of the clty as preliminary work
to the construction of the Proad street
subway construction, for which 00,000
hus been anked,

"Bince the orlginal allotment wns made
additionnl requests have been filed by the
Diepartmant of Health and Charity for
vertain extenslons on Improvements to
the institutlons at Byberry, Holmesburg
and the Contaglous Disease Hospltal at
Second and Luzerne streels. These wers
not provided for In the loan LI bDechuse
the committea wis under the aplnlon
that immediate demands could be belter
provided for by w transfer of idle funds,
which would enahle the department to
start work st a much eariler date than
If the loan blll money were walted for.'
